Heard the one about the country 
that owned 80% of marine re- 
sources in Europe yet was forced 
to import more fish than it was al- 
lowed to catch to meet the needs of 
its people?

7) The barrel is weak and liable 
to bend when used with a 
bayonet 


8) When firing has ceased 
the bolt closes making it im- 
possible for the barrel to 
cool. 

9) Because the butt has been 
chopped off, the telescopic 
sights are set on posts, so 
that the soldier must expose 
his head from behind cover 
when firing. 

It is so bad that the tiny 
Falklands Islands Defence 
Force refused to have it, pre- 
ferring to buy the Austrian 
AUG instead. For eight years 
the Ministry of Defence de- 
nied that there were any 
problems with the SA80, but 
now they have finally ac- 
knowledged that modifications 
need to be made. They have 
agreed an £800,000 package 
with the privatised Royal Arse- 
nals to address some of these 
faults - the first time ever a manu- 
facturer has been paid to repair 
one of their defective products. 

Army chiefs wanted to write- 
off the SA80 as a bad job and 
buy a tried and tested rifle off 


the shelf at a cost of £4 million, | 


but the MoD found that proposal 
too expensive, and went for the 
cut-price “‘sticky-plaster job on 
a useless weapon’. 

Isn’t this typical of New La- 
bour - a Government willing to 
spend £835 million a year on 
bogus foreign asylum seekers, 
but who refuse a one-off pay- 
ment of £4 million on providing 
British soldiers, in the service of 
our country, with an effective 
weapon for the battlefield.
